GOLD FOR SILVER. 
SILVER AND PAPER DOLLARS. 
Svecial to Cincinauli Commercial, 

Wasuineron, D. C., July 19.—Secretary Sher- 
man was inquired of to-day why gold is paid 
into the Treasury in exchange for silver dollars 
in San Francisco. He answered: It is to save 
transportation of culn. By depositing gold in 
Sap Francisvo for silver, silver certificates can 
be obtaiued and transported to New York, and 
used for the payment of customs duties, and 
thus the expense of transporting the gold 16 
thrown upon the Government. This will no 
doubt bring into the Treasury both the gold 
and silver products of the country, and will 
throw upon the Government the expense of 
transporting both metais East for distribution, 
it ia believed that it will work well, and ar 
rangements are being made now to procure the 
transportation at rates far less than heretoiore.”’ 

Mr. Suerman’s attention was called to the 
folowing dispatch printed in the Cincinnati 
Enqu rer of yesterday: 

About a year ago Secretary Sherman endeavored 
to get into his macerating machine for cancelila- 
tion and destruction, all the $1 and $2 bills re- 
ceived at the Treasury. ‘The scarcity being so se- 
verely felt, especially in the West—tne clamor 
from that section becoming so loud that he wad 
compelled to desist aud azain reissue them ne 
has now in convemplationa new scheme to con- 
tract lepal-tenders by hoarding hereafter all the 
small notes tnat are received, and issuing m their 
place the new silver dollar. He has in course of 
preparation a circular whica will soon be issued, 
setting forth that as small change is needed by 
farmers to move their crops, he contemplates sub- 
stituting the ones and twos with silver, as an ac- 
commeodation to the horny-handed yeomanry. 
Hie object is not so much to cater to the solicitude 
of the farmer or his crops us it is to get the notes 
in hw keeping, for he well Know if he does not 
allow them to be reissued after they get into tae 
‘Vreasury hopper that the people will ve forced to 
accept silver as one of the necessities of exchange, 
and in thie way he retires al the small circalation. 
In other worde. be uses his power, under the Silver 
bill. to retire the small circulating notes with the 
sliver, and calls it resumpiivn. lle don't say this 
in these plain words, but the effect of his scheme 
amounts to it precisely. Inu a day or two the Sec- 
retary will agaio leave for New York to consult 
with the Wall street brokers. Evidently there is 
some plan brewing between Sherman and hie Shy- 
lock allies which thus far has beeu kept sedalously 
from the public.

COMPRESSED AIR. 


A New Haven Invention—What May be the 
Street Car of the Futare. 

Nxwronr, Conn., duly 13.— To the Editor of 
the New York Sun: In the Sun of the 15th 
iust., under the head of Making Air-Power 
Useful,“ appears an article which, although iu- 
teresting, fails to give acorrect idea of the 
strides of genius in the direction of a practical 
control and use of air. Being a mechanic my- 
self, I beg leave to inform you of some inter- 
esting facts within my knowledge about com- 
pressed air. 

So. little is known of air-power by the mass 
of the people that it is necessary to glance at 
the results obtained by former experimenters, 
so that the difficulties encountered by them 
may be understood, and a full measure of credit 
8 to those who succeed where they have 
alled. 


lege in New Orleans, saves: We spent over 
$100,000 in trying to construct receivers in such 
form as would hold an air-pressure of 200 pounds 
to the square inch; we even sent abroad and 
bought steel, and had the plates riveted and sol- 
dered; and yet we fall to hold a pressure of 200 
pounds to the square ſuch.“ In Chicago, a few 
years since, a car was built to be run by air- 
power. ‘This car carried a reveiver on top of the 
body. This receiver was five feet in diameter 
and fourteen feet long. They stored air enough 
to run five or six miles; but their imabiiity to 
prevent the freezing up oi thé exhaust-pipe, to- 
gether with the great weight of the invention, 
rendered it useless. In New York City, a few 
years ago, a Mr. Day invented an engine to be 
run by compressed ahb. This was tried on the 
elevated railroad. After running a short dis- 
tance it was brought toa standstill by th- freez- 
ing-up of the pipes, and the project was aban- 


oned. 

I find that the motor mentioned in the Sun 
of the 13th, or one on substantially the same 
plan, has been tried with better results hereto- 
fore, long before Mr. Hardy and Mr. James 
came to this country. The Secord-avenue 
motor is calculated to stand a pressure of 350 
pounds to the square inch. Taking into ac- 
count the capacity of their receivers and their 
great weight (eight tons), it will be impossible 
to run any considerable distance—say from 
Harlem River to the City Hali—with a single 
charge of air. 

A New Haven company have now brought out 
an air-car, the tubes which are only eight 
inches in diameter, and itis asserted that they 
withstood a pressure of 3,000 pounds to the 
square inch. This car has been tested a great 
many times during the past three months, al- 
ways, until very recently, in the nicht. The last 
two round trips were made on the Whitney-av- 
enue road in New Haven, and | was present.

GIGANTIC REPTILES. 


Discoveries of Fossils in Wyoming and Col- 
orado by Yale Professors. 
Omaha ( Neb.) Bee. 

About two months ago the Be contained a 
brief report of recent fossil discoveries in the 
Rocky Mountains, near Como Station, on the 
Union Pacific Rallroad. These discoveries have 
proved to be of much greater importance to the 
scientific world than many who are well versed 
in geology had supposed. Until very recently 
geological surveyors in the West, among them 
Hayden and King, announced that certain fos- 
sila of the reptile character found in the forma- 
tions belonging to what geologists term the epoch 
of the triassic, or oolitic period, in different 
parts of Europe, did not exist in similar forma- 
tions in America. At least, Harder reported 
that in his extensive researches he iailed to tind 
any traces of them. This was a clear contradic- 
tion of the claims of the evolntionists, who,

A Bee reporter, hearing that Mr. S. W. Wil- 
liston, the assistant of Prof. Marsh, of Yale 
College, who has been digging up fossils for 
several vears in the mountains, would remain 
in Omaha during Sunday, made a call upon the 
gentieman. Mr. Williston readily entered into 
conversation with the reporter. The press.“ 
said he, has mie a great many blanders and 
misstatements concerning these discoveries, 
and while I often hesitate on that account to 
be interviewen, I shall gladly comply, hoping 
you will be somewhat careful in bresenting the 
tacts not to distort them. I have been witha 
Prof. Marsh now for nearly four years, devoting 
the summer time to the fleld and the winter to 
classification, ete. Our labors cover a very ex- 
tenled area, and though extended over a period 
of nearly four years, the most important discoy- 
eries have been made within two vears.”’ 

Reporter—Your greatest discovery was that at 
Como Station, on the Union Pacitic Raffroad, 1 
presume. 

Wiltiiston—No; the greatest was probably in 
Colorado. but that at Como was of consi lerable 
importance. Ihe remarsable feature of our 
discovery is that the fossils which were reported 
as not existing in America had hardy been 
brought to light in one locality before thou- 
sands of tons of remains were simultaneously 
discovered in different places,—among the lead- 
ing points are Como (Wyoming), Colorado 
Springs, Canon City. and Morrison. 

Reporter—Can you give mea general outline 
of these remains! 

Mr. Williston—Yes. Of course you are aware 
they are all petrified; the bones found exhibit 
animals of the reptile species of nearly all sizes, 
from that of acat up to one 60 feet in heigut. 
The name of the animal found at Como is what 
is what is termed the dinosaur; it belongs to 
the reptile species of the crocodile order. The 
remains give evidence that the animal stood up 
on its hind legs, somewhat like a kangaroo, and 
of course its head must have been about as high 
as the Grand Central Hotel of your city when 
he stood up. 

Reporter—Did you find but one of these giant 
reptiles? | 

Mr. Williston—Oh, no; there were a large 
number, aud I na liy had to select the best 
pieces of the sanfé part of the body to get all 
the parts to make up the remains of one as near 
as possibile. 

Revorter—Is this the largest of the kind 
found! 

Mr. Williston—No; we found one in Colorado 
that Prof. rsh estimates must have been 
bout 100 feet in length. We found and col- 
lected a great maoy different remains of the 
same general class, but belonging to different 
species. We must have shipped from Colorado, 
Wyoming, and Kansas from 300 to 400 speci- 
mens of the dinosaur, and about 1,000 of what 
are known by the name of pterodactyl. The 
latter are a species of fiving reptile, or dragon, 
that existed about the same age as the dino 
saurs. We found a specimen of one whose 
wings were frem thirty to forty feet from tip to 
tip. We found sevénteen different species of 
this kind in the cretaceous, or chalk, formations 
of Western Kansas. We also found re- 


found te a lesser extent in the cretaceous ſoc- 
mations of Engiand, and also in Germany. The 
time when these animals existed must, of 
course, have been hundreds of thousands of 
years before the age of man. It was an age 
when the earth must have been much warmer 
than now, aod when the trees and vegetation, 
ol which we find petrifications in rock of the 
same formation, possessed the same propor- 
tionate giant growth as these animals do to the 
present existing species.

Brazil 836 miles. It is calculated that at 
the end of 1871 the capital invested in the Eu- 
ropean railways amounted to $10,386,000,009, 
and iu those iu America and other parts of the 
world 65,927, 500, 00, making a total of $16,513,- 
500,000. The European railways are creilited 
with the possession of 42,000 locomotives, 90,000 
passenger coaches, and 900,00) [reight cats, in 
which were conveyed duriog 1876 no less than 
1. 140,000,000 passengers and 5,400,000,000 tons 
of freigat. Almost simuitaneously with this 
statement in the French newspaper has appear- 
ed some statistics prepared by Prof. Bodio, the 
head of the Itahan General Statistical Ufiice, 
upon the extension, cost, and working of 
the world’s railways. These documents show 
that in 1850 the iength of lines open all over 
the earth was no more than 30,000 kilometres 
(about 18,600 miles); and that in 1875 it Was as 
much as 204,000 kilos. These figures certainly 
show us the extreme siowness with which, in 
the beginning, railways were constructed, and 
the great rapidity with which they were built 
later on. For instance, the first English rail- 
road. the Stockton & Darlington, was opened 
to traffic Sept. 27, 1825, while the first road 
constructed in this country was in operation a 
year later, or pearly a quarter of a century be- 
fore the start of Italian statistics. Yet at the 
end of twenty-four years the entire length of 
line in the world was but little more than 
the aggregate length of raiiroads existing at 
the present time in England. The Italian sta- 
tistics show the constantlv-increasing rapidity 
of construction im the following figures: Be- 
tween 1850 and 1860 the length annually added 
to the previous existing systems averaged 
7,600 kilos {a kilometre is three-fifths of a mite] ; 
between 1 and 1870 the average haa arisen to 
10.600 kilos; between 1870 and 1575 it was as 
much as 16,400 kilos. In other words, in the 
last quarter of a century (1550 to 1875) we find 
that the vearly growth averaged 10,500 kilos, or 
6,558 miles.

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DIPLOMATIC LANGUAGE. 
Why French Is Generally Employed. 

At a political congress one highly impor- 
tant point is that the Plenipotentiarics should 
understand one another. If each were to 
speak in his mother tongue, there might 
be a Babel of Janguages, and the 
less accomplished Jinguist woula be at the con- 
siderable disadvantage of pot understanding 
much that was said. This actually occurred in 
1855, when Lord John Russell was sent to repre- 
sent England in the conference at Vienna, beld 
to settle the furco- Russian difficulty, and, in His 
utter ignerance of the French language, 
which was the medium of communication on 
that occasion, mistook or did not understana 
several points, and finally returned home, hav- 
ing confessedly done more harm than good, his 
owe propositions being misunderstood, 
they were expressed in English, at that time 
less gencrally svoken and read by European 

vlomatists than at present. 

In December, 1871, the arbitrators appointed 
to settle the Alabama claims and other que 
tions at issue between this country and En- 
land beld their first sitting at Geneva, aud 
their decision and award were concluded abd 
signed in September, 1872. There were five 
arbitrators, Euglish, American, Italian, Swiss, 
and Brazilian, all men of acknowledged ability. 
The English language was the motlier 
tougue of Mr. C. F. Adams and Bir, Alexander 
Cockburn; Portuguese that of the Brazilian 
representative, who was orant of Engiisb; 
German of the President of tne Swiss Republic, 
who read but did not speak English; and ital- 
ian of Count Sclopis, who spoke and read En- 
glish perfectly. All the arbitrators, however, 
were well acquatuted with French, and this 
gave the United States a great advantag 
which was adroitiy turned to the g 
account of the Amneicen ease,“ written in Eu- 
giish. A translation into French was made, by 
which all the arbitrators were enabled to under- 
stand our claims. By singular toadvertence, a 
like exigency was not provided for by the 
British Government. 60, the foreign arbitrators 
could read the American case in French, but 
had to bring to the “opposition case an 
inierior knowledge of the English tongue. This 
practice was legitimate, if sharp, on the part of 
the United States. 

Since the English Revolution of 1688, French 
has been the prevailing language of diplomacy, 
though it is almost an axiom of international law 
that every country has a right to use 
its own tongue. It was the 
ascendency of Louis XIV. and the 
supremacy of Napoleon I. that imposed the 
Freuch tongue on the Ambassadors oi the other 
Powers, aud, in several treaties expressed in 
French; protests were inserted to tue effect 
that the employment of that language was not 
to form a precedent. This was the case at 
the great Congress of Vienna, in 1815, which 
was personally attended by the Emperor of 
Russia and half-adozen other sovereigns, be- 
sides a crowd of Prinves, and a number of emi- 
nent publicists, including Taileyrand, Metter- 
nich, Wellington, and Castlereagh. The German 
States have usually been very touchy about tue 
matter. Under Bismarck’s administration, dip- 
lomatie documents have usually been written in 
German. Not uni 1822, when Mr. Cansing 
became Foreign Minister of Engiaod, was the 
course adopted of substituting Koglish for 
French in diplomatic communications with 
foreign States. Such isthe practice here, but 
treacies are usually bilingual—in the language 
of both contracting Powers. At present, so 
greatly has the use of the English tongue ex- 
tended, that at the epentas of the Berlin Con- 
gress, when Lorid Beaconstield, on the invitation 
of Prince Bismarek, opened the proceedings 
with a speech iu Eugiish, he was understood by 
a large majority of the Plenipotentiaries whom 
he addressed. On subsequent occasions he 
spoke fluentiv in Freuch. Prince Bismarck is 
himself able to converse in German, Eoglish, 
French, and Russian. In fact, a knowledge of 
language constitutes much of the stock in trade 
of modern diplomatists. 

Long before the reign of Queen Elizabeth, the 
French langaage was mach used bv cabinet and 
court. Her Majesty, like poor Lady Jane Grey, 
was highiy accomplisnaed in languages, dead 
and living. Mary Stuart was mistress of 
English, Frenca, Italian, and Spanish. Most

AN ILL-CONSIDERED OPINION.

He added that he 
favored the demands of the Nationals in a 
measure,” and though opposed to “ inflating 
the country with tons of fiat currency,” he 
was in favor of any measure or policy which 
„vill bring the greatest relief to the 
greatest number.” Among these possible 
measures he mentioned with approval 
the suggestions that the Government 


‘settle the ‘‘ industrious poor” on the publi¢ 


lands, give employment to the many on the 
public works, and inaugurate a further sys- 
tem of great public improvements; which 
means that the taxpayers of the United 
States are to be saddied with a national-soup- 
house scheme which may cost them thou- 
sands of millions of dollars. 

It would be difficult to condense a larger 
amount of political folly into so small a com- 
pass than Senator Jonzs expressed in this 
interview. His information as to the 
strength of the Nationals ‘‘throughout the 
West” must be drawn from sources not open 
to the public press and other diligent inquir- 
ers, and if he believes that the “ absolutists ” 
will control the next Congress, that belief 
must be based upon the theory that there 
are a good many Republicans of his way of 
thinking who will act with the Greenbackers 
and Democrats to break down the excellent 
financial system which lacks the single dec. 
laration of resumption to be complete. 
Senator Jones approves the National” 
schemes in a measure,” but says 
he is opposed to “inflating the coun- 
try with tons of greenbacks.” Certainly 
no statement can be more inconsequential 
than this. If he is opposed to an inflation 
of the absolute scrip, then what sympathy 
can he have with the Nationals, or what plan 
has he for bringing about the greatest re- 
lief for the greatest number”? If the Ro- 
sumption act should be repealed by the pres- 
ent Congress at the December session, or if 
the next Congress shall again order a sus- 
pension of specie-payments after resump- 
tion shall have been successfully brought 
about under fhe law, such action would be a 
contraction of the currency ualess measures 
were taken to increase the volume of paper. 
With the Resumption law repealed, or sus“ 
pension explicitly declared by Congress, the 
greenbacks would be an irredeemable paper 
currency, and would drive and keep ont of 
circulation all the coin resources of the 
country. 

Mr. Jonas was one of the strongest ad- 
vocates for silver remonetization; but the 
silver will not circulaté, and remonetization 
will have been in vain, unless resumption 
shall be brought about. The business of 
the country, then, would be thrown back 
upon irredeemable paper currency, fluctuat- 
ing m value from day today. Would thi. 
provide relief for anybody? Senator Jonzs’ 
position is manifestly anomalous. 

But Mr. Jonzs seems also to partake of 
the Commupistie theories of affording relief 
by settling the “ industrious poor ” on public 
lands at taxpayers’ expense, and by entering 
upon @ gigantic system of “ public improve- 
ments,” including, we presume, the construc- 
tion of Texas Pacific railroads, the digging 
of James River canals, aud the leveeing of 
the Mississippi River for the benefit of the 
cotton planters. If there were no more than 
these three items, an expenditure of at léast 
$2,000,000,000 would be provided for, which 
woukl merely whet the appetite and the 
goed of the construction rings, the emigra- 
tion rings, and the other swindling rings taat 
would be started under Government patron- 
age. If Senator Joxxs is opposed to inflating 
the country with tons of greenbacks” in or- 
der to meét this expense, then the only way to 
carry out his wild schemes of settling the 
public lands and making the public improve- 
ments would be to raise money by the issue 
of Government bonds and the levying of 
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taxes. It would be necessary, then, to more 
than double the interest-bearing debt of the 
United States, and this would double the 
taxes which the people now pay for the sup- 
port of the National Government. This is a 
proposition which Senator Joxus would 
probably not dare to make in so many words, 
but it is precisely what would result from 
his mischievous programme, We suspect, 
however, that he would consent to “‘ inflate 
the country with tons of irredeemable 
greenbacks” (which is precisely what the 
Nationals want to do) before he would incur 
the popular displeasure of a proposition to 
double up the interest-bearing debt and dou- 
ble the taxes. It is curious thata man who 
lives in a specie country (Nevada) should be 
infected with the irredeemable scrip lunacy.

THE HYDE PARK TAX-EATERS. 

That the people of Hyde Park are gov- 
erned nearly to death is very evident from 
Mr. ELLiorr Axrnoxx's argument in the 
County Court in resisting the payment of 
certain illegal taxes levied there. In addi- 
tion to the State and County Govern- 
ments, which heavily tax the unfortunate 
property-owners in Hyde Park, there is a 
Village Government, a Town Government, a 
Board of Education (of which there seem to 
be two branches), and the Park Commission- 
ers, all of whom are trying to see which set 
of authorities can do most in fleecing the 
unfortunate taxpayers and increasing the 
local debt. It seems that the Village Gov- 
ernment, which corresponds to our Oity 
Government, has been superimposed upon 
the township organization, and has added a 
new set of tax-eaters without relieving the 
people of any portion of the old set. Ac- 
cording to the law, the village taxes should 
be assessed and collected by the county au- 
thorities, and then turned over to the Village 
Treasurer, as in the case of the city taxes; but 
Hyde Park maintains a separate system of 
tax-gathering, and pays salaries to President 
and Board of Trustees, an Assessor, a Ool- 
lector, a Comptroller, an Accountant, an At- 
torney, etc., etc. The President of the 
Board of Trustees is voted a salary, though 
entitled only to a per diem for actual service; 


and taxes, reachiug one year as high as $224,- 


000, are squeezed out of the people for the 
support of an uulawful and unnecessary 
crowd of tax-devourers, in addition to the 
taxes assessed and collected by the proper 
authorities. Besides the regular village oili- 
cers, there appears to be a double set of 
school authorities—a Board of Education for 
partof the town, and School-Directors for 
other parts—who claim the right to levy 
enormous taxes, aud have proceeded to do 
so, though it is doubt ul whether either of 
these bodies can claim a legal existence. 

But it is not alone im the matter of taxes 
for current expenses that should never be 
incurred that tlie people of Hyde Park have 
been made to bleed and suffer; the debt has 
been enormously, and probably unlawfully, 
increased by these different sets of tax- 
eaters. The bonded debt of the village is 
about 600,000, while that of the South 
Park Board, which is a lien on Hyde Park 
property, amounts to $1,616,000. This ap- 
pears to be in addition to the original park 
assessments, paid in installments, amounting 
to $1,800,000 in Hyde Park, $800,000 in 
Lake, and $700,000 in the South Division of 
Chicago, and outside of the annual tax of 
#200,000 to $300,000 collected by the 
South Park Board. It seems that, by 
the terms of the South Park bonds, 
the Towns of Hyde Park, Lake, and South 
Chicago are severally bound, so that each 
is iable for the whole amount. Then the 
debt of Hyde Park includes not merely the 
$600,000 bonds issued by the village, but 
also the $1,616,000 of park bonds, making 
in the aggregate over $2,200,000 of in- 
debtedness, which is greatly in excess of the 
constitutional limit of 5 per cent on the 
State valuation of the property. Mr. 
AnTHony quotes a recent decision of the 
Supreme Court, construing this constitutional 
provision, which holds that the limitation 
applies to official bodies so that they can- 
not, either separately or coujointly, transcend 
that limit.” The Constitution. says that the 
aggregate indebtedness shall not exceed 
5 per cent. Any other Bonstruction, Mr. 
AnTHonyY contends, would enable the city or 
village to incura5d per cent indebtedness, 
the School Board another 5 per cent, 
the Board of Public Works another 5 per 
cent, the Police another 5 per cent, the 
Water Commissioners another 5 per cent, 
the Park Commissioners another 5 per 
cent, and so on,—all mor'gaging, it must be 
remembered, the very same property. So 
loose a construction as this would defeat the 
very purpose of the constitutional limitation 
aud enable the tax-eatersa to cover the prop- 
erty of the taxpayers with mortgages up to 
its full value; in other words, confiscation 
would then be possible and lawful.” 

Mr. AnTHony has made some very strong 
points against the Hyde Park system, or sys- 
tems, for t&-devouring, aud it is not sur- 
prising that ‘property-owners should resist 
payment, which, if continuously made, will 
eat up their property in a few years. The 
most discouraging feature about the abuses 
that have thus been exposed is that they are 
practiced, not by any band of Communists 
or ward-bummers, but by a coterie of broad- 
cloth, starched-shirt, paient-leather-boots, 
and silk-hat gentlemen, who seem to have 
developed at once peculiar rapacity and 
ingenuity in the tax-eating business.

Bear in mind, they are always described 
in the law as United States Treasury- 
notes.”

promising payment. A “ greenback” is a 
printed paper issued by the National Govern- 
went, acknowledging that it owes a debt in 
„dollars to the bearer, of the amount 
stated on the face of the paper, and prom- 
ising payment thereof in dollars "—4. e., 
coin—at the Treasury of the United States.

frien i of the British Miuister, it would seew 
ouly decent to have the locai feeling at leas 
neutral. 

The news about Derrossz is that he is 
soou to be appointed Beigian Minister to 
Great Britain, a position which he has long 
coveted, This appointment would be ap- 
propriate. Mr. Dexnrosse, we think, de- 
serves this, and F r more from his own Gov- 
ernment and the Government of Great Brit- 
ain. It is to be hoped that he will receive a 
more substantial reward from his service 
when the award is paid,—if it ever is. TI. 
fact should never be lost sight of that, thong! 
a Belgian subject, he wasin this case a Brit- 
ish advocate and Judge. In this delicate and 
onerous Office he discharged his duty impar- 
tialiy,—as a Belgian,—and repaid, or soughi 
to repay, vicariously (out of the United 
States Treasury) part of the debt which his 
couutry owes to Great Britain. 

The circumstances which have been re- 
cited, while they aggravate the injury, do 
not relieve the United States from their obli- 
gation. It is unfortunate that our case was 
tried before a packed court ina piace specially) 
prejudiced against us; but our own Minister 
of Foreign Affairs gave away our case on 
these points. For the judicial taint in the 
verdict, which makes it both voidable and 
void, we have to thank the extra-official zeal 
of the Commission. In their eagerness to 
satisfy the British Government, they disre- 
garded their instructions and trampled on 
the treaty under which they were organ- 
ized. They were specially directed in the 
treaty to estimate the value of two conces- 
sions made by the United States to Canada,— 
the concession of free importation of Cana- 
dian Ush-products iuto the United States, aud 


che right of Canadians to fish in American 


waters. The money-value of these privi- 
leges, according to the treaty, should have 
been set-off against the value of the rights 
conceded by Canada to the United States. 
The Commission not only neglected to make 
the set-off, but denied that the pmvileges in 
question were valuable. Now, it isa noto- 
rious fact, recorded in the minutes of the 
Joiut-High Commission, that the Canadians 
refused to treat at all until the privilege of 
free importation of Canadian fish-products 
into the United States was conceded to them. 
They esteemed it so valuable that they made 
it the basisof all the subsequent negotiations. 
The Commission, therefore, violated not 
only the letter but the spirit of the treaty 
when they decided that the privilege in 
question had no value at all. On this 
ground, and this ground alone, President 
Hares, under the act of Congress, not only 
may but ought to refuse to pay the verdict. 
THE ANGLU-TURKISH TREATY. | 

The London Times of July 9 publishes 
the full text of the convention of defensive 
alliance between Great Britain and Turkey, 
signed June 4 by Mr. Layarp, the English 
Ambassador at Constantinople, and Sarvet 
Pasha, the Turkish Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, in behalf of the two Powers. The 


treaty is very short, consisting of but two 


articles. The first provides: 

If Botoum, Ardahan. Kars, or any of them, shall 
be retained by Russia, and if any attempt shall be 
made at any future time vy Kassia to take posses- 
sion of any further territories of bis Imperial 
Majesty tue Suitan im Asia, as fixed by the Dedni- 
tive Treaty of Peace, Enziand engages to join his 
Imperial Majesty the Sultan in de ending them by 
force of arms 


Ie guid pro quo which Turkey engages 
to give is as follows: ‘ 


In return, his Imperial Majesty the Sultan 
promises to England to introduce necessary re- 
forms. to . upon later Between the two 
rowers, into tue government, and for the protec- 
tion, o. the Christian and otner subjects of the 
Porte in these territories: and in order to enavie 
Laviand to make necessary provision for executing 
her engagement, his imoetial Majesty the Sultan 
further consents to assign the Island of Cyprus to 
ve occupied aud adannistered by Engtand. 


Lie second article of the treaty smp y 
provides for the time of ratification. Oda 
the same day of the siguing of the treaty 
proper, an annex was signed which gives 
some interesting details of the conditions of 
the Cyprus occupation, agreed to by Eu- 
aud. She consents by the treaty that a 
Mussulman religious tribunal shall “ cpn- 
tinue to take exciusive coguizance of the 
Mussulman population of the island”; that 
a Mussulman resident, in conjunction with 
» Britash delegate, shall superintend the 
awiministration of the property, funds, and 
‘ands belonging to mosques,cemeteries, Mus- 


zulman schools; and other religious estab- 


lishments existing in Cyprus; that she will 
pay to the Porte ‘‘ wuatever is the present 
excess of revenue over expenditure in the 

land“; that Turkey may sell and lease lands 
and ether properly in Cyprus belonging to 
ne Government, the produce of which does 
aot form a part of the public revenue; and 
that the English Government, ‘* throug 
their competent authorities, may purchase 
contpulsorily, at à fair price, laud required 
for public improvements, or for other public 
purposes, and land which is not cultivated.” 
The last clause of the annex provides that, if 
Russia restores to Turkey Kars and the 
other conquests made by her in Armenia 
during the war, England will evacuate 
Cyprus and the entire treaty will be at an 
end. Of course, as Russia has no intention 
of ever abandoning thé territory she has 
gained in Armenia, England will hold ou to 
Cyprus until some superior force makes her 
sive it up. The nature of the reforms 
vhich Turkey promises to make in Asia, in 
exchange for English protection, will now 
ve looked for with interest, as well as the 
additional guarantees for their performaace 
which England may exact of Turkey.

The moonshiners in the South carry on an 
extensive business lu the manalacture of illicit 
whisky. Tue stille are mostly located in moune 
ain-gorges, difficult of aceess andl hard fo Uls- 
cover. Thete are hundreds ot these . érgokéd ” 
stills at work in Kentucky, Virginia, Tenneséce, 
and the Carolinas. It requires a lartee force of 
revenue otlicers to enforce the laws agalust the 
moonshivers. What with officials, deputies, 
dete tives, and an occasional armed a 
littie army is maintained in what may be 
the whisky districts. Tne sympathies of the 
people generally are with the moonshiners, aud 
bitteriy opposed to the authorities. The whisky 
tax is denounced as odious; and the fraudulent 
distillers ave regarded with a 2ertain admiration, 
for they are daring fellows who defy a Goytru- 
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ment which is collecting an ? 
Some of the moonshiners make 


they run off and set up another still in some 
ot ner nook or corner of the mountains. The 
whisky tax is specially unpopular among tie 
ex-Rebels because it is an invention of war- 
times, and they can see no good the War did 
them. They argue that the Government ought 
not to interfere with “ poor men tryingto make 
an honest liring.“ Suppose it should cease to 
interfere with the moonshiners, how long would 
it be that a single gallon of highwines would 
pay the excise? Moonshiners would spread over 
the United States as plentifally as the grass- 
hoppers that invaded Kansas. The Southern 
moonshiners must be interfered with and sup- 
pressed, unless the Government intends to 
abandon the excise on whisky, and make up the 
deficiency in some other way; aud what way? 


What was originally the Greenbacker party” 
was changed at Toledo, last winter, into the 
“National.” It is right to change the name, 
because the party, under the influence of its ad- 
vance thinkers, had moved on far away from 
any position on the eurrency question that 3 
greenback could cover. A grecnback is simply 
a Government note promising to pay the bearer 
its face in coin at the Treasury of the United 
States.

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DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 


An Elevator and a Mill Burned 
Early This Morning. 


A Square Block Swept Over by 
the Flames. 

A Disastrous Conflagration in Progcess 
at Defiance, O. 


IN CHICAGO, 

The alarm from Box 91 at 12:10 this morning 
and a second alarm some seven minutes later, 
was caused by Officer Timothy Barrett, of the 
Twenty-second-Street Station, whose attention 
was called to flames burstiug from a planing- 
mill fronting on Burnside street and between 
Sixteenth street and the tracks. When first 
discovered by some of the railroad 
vardmen aud the employes of Libby's 
packing-house directly opposite, the flames hed 
already reached considerable headway, and by 
the time of the arrival of the engines the entire 
mill was enveloped in a sheet of flame, and was 
past all salvation. At about the same time a 
medium-sized elevator, fronting on the tracks 
and just west of the mill, was discov- 
ered to be on fire. Necessarily the 
Fire Department was compelled to direct their 
attention to the burning mill, and mainiy to- 
ward preventing surrounding structures trom 
catching fire from the sparks and the intense 
heat. But little time and few streams could be 
spared for the mill, and, consequently, both 
structures were totally destroyed. 

The burned-over district hies between Burn- 
side and Clark streets, and between Sixteenth 
street and the railroad tracks, and all. within 
this square save a house and a few sheds bo- 
longing to it, on the southwest corner of Clark 
street, was burned to the ground. The planing- 
mill was a succession of buildings, mostly two 
stories ip heiwht, and fronting on Sixteeuth and 
Burnside streets. All the buildings 
were frame save a hollow cube of 
brickwork ou the southeast corner, 
used as an office. The ranche was owned 
and run asa sash, door, and blind factory by 
W. E. Frost & Co., successors to Hall & Frost. 
They empigyed about fifty men, but in the busy 
season used nearly three times that number. 
The insurance nor the approximate loss could 
not be ascertained upon tae grouud last night 
with any degree of accuracy. Mr. Larned, the 
heokkeeper and asilent partner, was preseut, but 
the safe was in the little brick building, aud he 
could not exactly tell. However, he thought 
the insurance was between $12,000 and $15,000, 
scattered amoung a dozen or a score of companies, 
mostly Eastern. The loss; it is claimed, will be 
nearly double that amount, as they had some 
good machines and tools. 

Tue elevator was frame structure covered 
with shcet-iron, two stories in beight, witha 
turret in front. The first story was laid off in 
open sheds opening towards the car-tracks. 
It was built in 70 or 71 by George 
A. Seaverns, and was designed as a grain 
transier house. It was used as such until the 
death of the owner, thence up to about a year 
aco by Williams & Co., mainly as a bariey 
transier house. It is heavily ,mortgaged, but 
the real owners are said to be Howe & McMuil- 
len, a Boston firm. E. C. Cole & Co., corner of 
Dearborn and Madison strects, are the agents. 
The structure was probably worth in the neigh- 
borhood of $8,000 to $10,000. The insurance, if 
any, is unknewn. 

A two-story frame house on the south side ot 
Sixteenth street, belonging to A. Armstrong, 


cooper, was warped out of shape and almost to 
cinders by the heat. It was on fire a half dozen 


times. 

On the side-track immediately north of the 
édlevator were three box and one stock car. Of 
the former two belonged to the Toledo, Wabash 
& Western and one to the Canada South- 
ern. The latter was the property of the 
Pan-Hand!le Road. All were more or 
less damaged. A Burlington switch 
engine which had been at work on the west 
side of the river hurried across, hopiog to puil 
out what cars migat be endangerel. By this 
time, bowever, the elevator was a mass ot 
flames, and the heat was so intense that the en- 
gines could do nothing. Some half a dozen 
ears belonging to the Northwestern stored on 
another switch, not quite bali a bfock distant, 
were considerably scorched, and might have 
caught fire had they not received a goud wetting 
down. 

On the east side of Burnside street, immedi- 
ately opposite the planing-mill, stands the soap- 
tactory of McBride & Co. This caught fire two 
or three times from the intense heat, but a few 
douches of water spared it to ite owners. 

Several telecraph poles along Sixteenth 
street, belonging to the Western Union Com- 
pany, were rendered useless by the flames, and 
the wires were prostratcd. Iu this respect, how- 
ever, the damage was licht. aud did not affect 
the Company’s tacilities. 

The origin of the fireis of course a mystery. 
The night watchman at the Frost Mil), Pat- 
rick Murray, states that he smelied fire ali the 
evening, and, although be rummaged about for 
some time iu search of it, did not succeed in 
finding a spark until just after midnight, when 
he saw a bright blaze running along the 
cornice of the elevator, which was 
quite close to the mill. He 
started to put it out, and worked at it until the 
alarm Was sounded. His story is no. believed. 
Tue northeast corner of the mill was first die- 
covered to be on fire by the packing-house men, 
and the fact that thiscorner of the buildin 
was burned to an ember while the other end o 
the building was vet in flames would seem to 
carry out their statements. They also sav that 
the watchman could nota first be found. Ac- 
cording to this party the fire, was started by a 
spark from a vassing switch encine. 

Frost & Co. have an insurance of $8,000 on 
the planing-mill machinery and contents. At 
this writing itis impossible to schedule the com- 
panics holding the risks, as the books in the 
office vault cannot be reacned. Between 30,000 
and 95.000 feet of hard wood and pine lumber 
was destroyed. 

From late information it is ascertained that 
the elevator was in the hands of Isaac G. Reed 
& Co., of New York, the mortgacees. 

At 12:44 this morning an alarm was sounded 
from Box 372, corner of Blue Island avenue

THE FIELD AND STABLE. 


Veterinary Hygiene: XLVII. Development 
of Foul Stabie-Air—The Remedy—lvun.- 
der. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 

Cnc, July 20.— The atmospheric air in a 
stable is scarcely ever as pure as the air out- 
doors, but is not netessarily foul and injurious 
to health. The purity of tae same—respective- 
ly the production or develop:nent and accumu- 
lation of those admixtures which make it foul 
and pnoxious—depends upon various circum- 
stances. As such may be mentioned: the rela- 
tive size or spaciousness of the stable compared 
with the number and the individual size and 
weight of the animals it contains; the veutila- 
tion of the stable; the quality and condition of 
its floor, its drainage, and its general cleanness: 
the length of time during which it is constantiy 
occupied; the tempera'ure and degree of 
moisture within and without; the quantity 
and quality of the food consumed by the am- 
mals, etc. To analyze the particular effects ot 
each of these causes is probably not necessary, 
—at least, would lead too far. It may suffice to 
state that the condition of the stable-air, and 
the differences as to its effect upon the health 
of the animais, depend principaliy upon the 
temporal or continued, and the isolated or com 
bined, action of some or of all of those causes 
named, and upon the degree in which they are 
acting. The composition oi foul or vitiated 
stable-air is, therefore, not always the same: 
neither has the latter, under all circumstances, 
the same effect upon the animal organism. Be- 
sides that, its injurious influence depends not 
exclusively upou the nature and the quantity of 
the noxious gases and products of decomposi- 
tion, but also, to a certain extent, upou 
the condition and organization of the 
animal, and the quantitv of gen 
which is needed by tiie animal organism 
within a given time. A bird, for instance, nee ls 
comparatively more oxygen than a dog; and a 
dog more than a horse; and a horse, which 
serves by his speed or by hard work, aud is fed 
with very nutritions food,—in which, there ‘ore, 
the organie change of matter is a liveiy onc,— 
needs and consumes More oxygen than another 
horse, of the same size and weight, which 
asses his dave in comparative inactivity. Fur- 
2 a horse, or any other animal, in which the 
waste of tissue has been increased by hard 
work orecontinued muscular exercise,—in which. 
therefore, the blood has become surcharged 
with products of waste,—needs, in a given 
time, more oxygen, and is sooner affected by 
being obliged to breathe ina foul or vitiated 
atmosphere, than an animal tbat has 
been idie, and in whith the organic 
change of matter has been reduced to 
a minimum, or is just suflicient to support 
the necessary processes of life. For instance, 
hibernating animals require, during their win- 
ter-sicep, but very little fresh air. II a horse, 
or aby other animal, bas performed hard work, 
or has been severely exercised on the road or 
on the race-track, is tired or almost exhausted, 
it is aiw&ys advisable to take the same not im- 
mediately into the stable, uniess the air in the 
latter is perféctly pure aud good, but to wall 
till the respiration has been reduced to its 
normal slowness again, or till the animal has 
cooled and become quiet. This, of course, does 
not mean that it is advisable to expose an ani- 
mal to cold draughts of af out-doors till a cool- 
ing of the body has been effected. The cooling 
bas to be brought about either by gentle exer- 
cise,—leading the animal by the halter,—or ina 


| place in which the air is sufficiently warm and 


pure. Foul stable-air, for obvious reasons, is 
also very injurious to amimals which have to 
breathe fast, or to consume within a given 
length of time a comparatively large quantity 
ol oxygen on account of disease (pulmoual and 
typhoid disorders esvecialiy). Further, young 
and growing animals, in which the change of 
matter is very lively, and, in consequence, the 
consumption of oxygen a comparatively large 
one, are sooner and more seriously affected by 
foul or vitiated stable-air than full-grown or oid 
animals, in which the process of waste and re- 
puir is a comparatively slow one. Some animals, 
it seems, get more or leas used to the injurious 
effects of foul air,—their organization accom- 
modates itself to its sarroundings,—and are, 
therefore, but little affected. As a large and 
heavy animal needs more oxyen and produces 
more carbonic acid other excretions than 
one that is small and light, it becomes evident 
that a given number Of large, improved, and 
well-kept stock—horses, cattle, sheep, hogs, etc., 
—needs a er and more spacious stable than 
Ku nu rof small, ordinary, aud poor 
rubs. This probably explains why good, well- 
kept, and bighiy-improved auimals are some- 
times more subject to certain d 
diseases, for instance—than common, voor, aud 
negiected stock, Any — * ent of live- 
stock as to size, weight, condition, necessi- 
tates also a corres improvement of the 
stabies as to size, Ventilation, draluage, ciean- 
ness, etc. Since better breeds of swine have 
have bees introduced in the West, and since the

THE REMEDY.

Good ventilation, however, must be considered 
as the principal and wost effective remedy. It 
alone is usually sufficient, and can be effected, 
aecording to circumstances, either by opening 
doors and windows, if the latter are in suitable 
places, or by procuring-@-constant current of air 
through holes or small openings in the walls, 
and tubes or ventilating chimneys in the root. 
If the stable is absolutely too small, it 
must either be enlarged. or the number 
of animals must be reduced. If that cannot be 
dove,and if sufficient ventilation cannot be 
secured, some temporary relief may be effected 
by ause of chemwuais. As such, sulphate of 
lime (plaster-of-Paris) and sulphuric acid, being 
cheap and effective, deserve principal considera- 
tion. Sulphuric acid, mixed with sand, or di- 
iuted with water, and sprinkled over the floor 
with a spripkier, is the most eflicient of the 
two. About one pound daily is enough for a 
table containing twem horses. Sulphate of 
lime, of which exgbt pounds may be considered 
as equivalent to one pound of sulphuric acid, is 
less eifective. It binds nothing but the am- 
munla. If used, it may be sorinkled over the 
floor once or twice a day. In countries where 
the manure is worth something, the same will 
increase about just as much in value by con- 
taining some sulphate of lime as tne price of 
the latter amounts to. 

One chemical, however, can only bind one or 
a few of the noxious gases, etc., and cannot 
destroy @ neutralize all ot them. Substances 
rich iu humic or ulmie acid—moist earth, peat 
or turf, for instance—are also of some value, 
as they will bind the ammonia. Other reme- 
dies, such as chlorine, vinegar, etc., are ef- 
Iective, but too expensive for general use. 
Fumigations with tar, gesin, and similar sub- 
stuuces, which are often made use of, hide the 
sient of the foul stable-air, hut do vot destroy 
the same, and, being themselves oppressive to 
the respiratory organs, and increasing directly 
the amount of irrespirable or injurious cases, 
do more damage than good. 

The most detrimental to the health of their 
occupants are such stables as are not only small, 
but also too low under the roof or ceiling, and 
in which want of proper drainage compels the 
floor and the eartu beneath to absorb all the 
fluid excretions of the animals. In such stables, 
the floor and the ground underneath, being 
alwa\s saturated with decom posing organic sub- 
standes, constitute a continual course of nor- 
ious effluvia; and proper veutllation can scarce- 
ly ever be effected without causing injurious 
draughts of air.

If your 
horse has been suffering over tour weeks from 
lamiuitis, more or less permanent, organic 
chauges will have been produced, and a perfect 
recovery will have become impossible. A fly- 
blister applied ou the front part of the coronet, 
and a softening of the hvefs, effected by com- 
pelling the animal to stand with his fore-fect in 
a patch of fresh cow dung, may promote a par- 
tial recovery, suflicient tu qualily the avimal te 
perform aiterwards sume farm work, if always 
properly shod. ““ VETERINARIAN.

Yesterday we had 
a trial of the Randolph Tiie-Ditchers. We 
used two machines. The smaller has a four- 
foot cutting-wheel. Ide big one has a 
cutting wacel seven feet in diameter. The 
Small machine with four horses cuta ditch five 
inches wide and twenty-four inches deep. The 
larger machine starts of weil and developed 
splendid cutting powers. The peculiar packing 
properties of our soil were too much for the 
cutting flanges, and gradually wedged them 
a-part. Any ove fatwiliar with the use of the 
rolling coulter in baked Boil will readily appre- 
ciate this difliculty. Heavier fanges of steel 
have been telegrapoed for. ‘Lhis test was made 
by the roadside where the ground had been 
baked and packed, and was hard as a bar of 
protected pig-iron. Duting the present weck 
we shall be able to report further trials. One 
word regarding our roads. Ali over our county 
at present, and im fact all through 
Central Illinois, the Road Commissoners 
have commenced the work of regrading our 
worn-out and dilapidated pikes. Hundreds of 
thousands of dollars have been sunk in the mud 
during the last few years with the utterly sense- 
less pian of throwing upa pike and never tak- 
ing the slightest pains to remove the water 
which lies alongside of the road. Go to work 
this season and first fillup all the holes which 
have becn made in the road by your former dis- 
regard of the natural laws which govern all 
such matters. Then let the old pike alone. 
Take off all the water, aud you wiil bare a far 
better road than it is possible to make upon the 
old-focy pian. Burdened as we are with taxes:

THE GERMAN EMPEROR. 


His Portrait Drawa by a Frenchman—His 
Two Visits to Paris-The King and ihe 
Kaiser—An Audiefice at Berlin- 4 Man 
Whe Grows Old Slowly, Without Bending. 

Parw Figoro. 

Many of us have preserved a recollection of 
the remarkable vision presented on the occasion 
of the visit made to Versailles by the Czar 
Alexander and the King of Prussia with the 
Emperer Napoleon and the Empress Eugenie. 
Tue large central window on the side of the 
park opened suddenly. ‘lhe Empress appeared 
on the arm of Alexander II.; at her left was 
King William. She was saowing with ber finger 
the different points of one of the most beautiful 
horizous ever seen by man. Napoleon II. was 
at another window, between Bismarck, Von 
Moltke, and Gourtschakof. The two Russian 
Grand Dukes soon took their places behind the 
Empress. King William, it ie known, had 
during these fetes ceded the first place to his 
nephew, the Czar. But it is for you to give 
your arm to the Empress, you are the oldest, 
said Alexander to William. ‘No, no,“ replied 
the latter, with asmile; “lamonly a King, 
you are an Emperor,” and William concealed 


himself demud the Emperor of Russia as well as 
bis great aight permitted him to. 

The Czar followed with an absent-minded 
aud dream 1 the indications of the Empress, 
while the lug seemed io question her. Ibere 
were 10,000 ol us watchi their movements 
from below. All of us standing, with our backs | 
turned to the tableau at wuich the Princes were 
looking, we had the appearance of an immense 
parquet saluting the spectators in the gallery. 

The stluouette of the Empress, craceful and 
slender, was framed by these Kings of high 
stature. This was, I imagine, the culminating 
potut of ber good fortune, though the future 
seemed to ber radiant as the horizon. At that 
moment the Empire had only three years to 
live. 

in 1870 the inhabitants of Versailles saw 
again their visitor of 1507. Almost every da 
he rode by ou horseback or in a carriage on 
place darmes, enveloped in a long gray cloak, 
and with a flat militery cap well down on his 
head, Aiterward, some few Frenchmen saw 
the Emperor of Germany descend, on horse- 
back, the walk of the Champs Elysees. Tall, 
straight, aud unbendiug under bis beimet, be 
preceded by some steps bis son And Marshal 
Von Moltke. He stepped his horse, Sadowa, 
a dark bay, defore the obelisk of Luxor. This 
was the limit indicated by the treaty. For a 
certainty 1 did not see the Emperor Willlam on 
that day. I have gone squarely at the dauger 
of this portrait, as I did last year on the subject 
ol Bismarck and Von Moltke. I have not hest- 
tated to recall here these two different vears, 
1 and 15:0. Lbey have passed before me like 
two regunents; the flourisn of trumpets of the 
one and the beating of the drums of the other 
have passed away, little by tittle. I do — 
dread the remembrance of them. I have bee 
reproached with a certain patriotic fatuity. 1 
answer, in full view of che Universal Exposition, 
where France appears 80 beautiful, we were 
vauquished. more than all, by God, who fougot 
avainst us. He who rercads those das will see 
tue great divine combatant as ion a Nomeric 
battle. Certainivy our generation has been 
ut a ked by the E:nperor of Germany. But one 
reneration is nut France. She is raisiog ber 
head bigher from hour te hour, aud already each 
one of the three other great nations of Eurove 
says Of her, She is the greatest vation—alter | 
ime. 

An audience of the Emperor, in bis Cabinet 
on the ground floor of the palage at Berlin, re- 
sembles no otber Roval audience. The Emperor 
is clad in his long military frock coat, with its 
two rows of buttons. He ie marvelously neat, 
very straight, aud rather stil. One undoer- 
stands, iv looking at him, that expression, * Un. 
gv dat svus e harnais.”’ His contour is still well | 
preserved. His body is well made. His limbs 
are powerful. His extremities indicate an oid 
and good race. Ilis face, more grave than severe, 
with its beard cut in Germano fashion, is well | 
kvown. The smiie-which plays on his face ts at 
times very young. When this tall old man 
speaks to the women who, during the summer 
mouths, from his Court at Ems, he scems to 
date back to the Seventeenth ieee The 
Emperor has the beautiful blue eyes of Frederic 
the Great. But however large his eves, they 
have not the extraordinary iimensious of the 
eyes of Frederic. The scant hairs, formerly licht 
brows, to-duy ashen, are parted low on the left, 
crossivug but not coverimg the crown of bis head. | 
William seems to me to personify absolutely 
the type of an Emperor of the olden time 
large, stroug, handsome—a soldier. The faces 
of Alexander and of Francis Josepb are those of | 
modern Emperors: The gare of William has a 
strange slowness. It is the look of a man who) 
has the consciousness of majesty. He believes, 
it is well knows, iu his divine nant. His tufted 
eyebrows form a fine arch. His ‘tyes have not 
the vague mysteriousness of those of Aletander, | 
nor whe indicible meiancholy of those of Francis 
Joseph, vor of Queea

The Emperor William sleeps on a small camp- 
bed, under a large soldier's cloak.

While 
he is at Berlio he gues almost every m 
the Thiergarten, iu an uncovered victoria, oiten 
alone, enveloped in his military cloak, and his 
helmet or cap on his head. He is not even pre- 
ceded by outriders. Beside the coachman is 
seated the foutman, with his plumed bat and 
its tresser of gold, aud bis short sword at his

utations. passers * ve positi- 
tions more or jess oflicial, face tue 
age, and make ther salute. The Emperor is 
fond of hunting. He goes by preference to the 
grounds (treiijagden) of Wolmirstaet. There 
ne dresses like a country gentleman. In the 
evening, William sometimes taxes a hand at a 
rubber at whist. He plays with the air of a 
map who is certaip that his partner will have no 
fault te reproach him with, 

In the army, the Emperor used to receive 
each morning the Fieid Marshal Von Moltke, 
who brougut him the work of the steff. With 
the habitual unconcera of one who feels that he 
is the greatest, he would say: “Bismarck has 
done this; Von Moltke has done that.” It was 
tbe ebaracteristic remark of a Prince who regards 
nimsell as a King by divine right—that he wished 
buat ope should have a greater Idea of his great- 
ness thau of his superiority. ; 

He grows old slowly, without bending. He 
even seems te increase in hight—the 1 * 
rays of the setting suu make tue grand old trees 
appear still grauder! The assasin watched in 
the dark like an owl with his eves open. And 
the Owl bas lighted on the highest of the trees! 
—the rest is knowv. That Emperor whom I 
have just represeuted as always standing, is to- 
day, bowever, reclining. Those sinister shots 
have made all Europe shudder. Ile it the frst 
hightuing which flashes suddenly across a sky of 
apparent serenity in Germany, and announces 
appruaching tempests iv that great country!

Business at the banks during the past weck has 
deen decidedly dull. Merchants and manufactur- 
ers have also been inactive, their trade being con- 
fined to small orders from regular customers, as is 
usual in the middle of July. Of course, outside 
buyers give the city a wide berth during the heated 
term. The whole people, as far as circumstances 
will permit, give themselves up to rest and an 
effort to keep cool. The first three days of the 
past week were decidedly scorchers, and Bank 
Presidents, Cashiers. and customers alike did the 
least amount of business possible. in discounts 
and all other lines there was no change in rates, 60 
that no mental effort was required to keep up with 
the currents of trade. The fact @, there was no 
current, and their main business was to look qui- 
etly upon the stagnation in about all the depart- 
ments of trade. 

The hot weather not only reduced the commerce 
of the city to the smallest possible limits, but 
ominous geports reach us of its blighting effects 
upon the wheat districts to the northwesteof us. 
Tne copious rains, succeeded by the intensely hot 
weather, may cost Minnesota, Wisconsin, and other 
sections millions of money. Probably the present 
week will determine how widespread and serious 
those losses are hikeiy to be. First reports usually 
exaggerate misfortunes, and it is hoped it may be 
0 in this case. 

As to any changes in qnotations, the report of 
Monday would have answered perfectly for esch of 
the succeeding five days of the week. Discounts 
at the banks were uniform at 8@10 per cent. the 
higher figure being merely nominal. Very few 
transactions were made above 8, and 667 was ac- 
cepted for large parcels with choice names or col- 
laterals. Call and short time loans were taken at 
4@6 per cent by a few of the banks.

UNITED STATES BONDS. 

The demand for United States bonds was active 
during the week. Popular subscriptionsto the 4 
per cents were vufficient to warrant the Treasu 
ia calling in for redemption anvther $5, 000, 
5-20 6 per cents: this call raises the total of 5-208 
notified for redemption to $30,000,000 since May 
1. Tue old issues of United States bonds have 
been bought freely by banks and others wishing 
tempo ly to employ money at a higher rate than 
can be obtained for it on demand loans. The large 
subscriptions to the 4 per cent bonds, which 
have to be settled in gold, has created a demand 
for gold sufficient to keep the price up to 100% to 
100%. and this in the face of a weak and declining 
market for billeon London. All the doubts that 
exist about the importation of gue before the close 
of August arise from the condition of the Bank of 
Engiand and the London money market. —Nation,

Tne Saturday news from the wheat regions was 
somewhat conflicting. A good many dispatches 
noted very bad prospects m Iowa and Minnesota, 
some placing the destruction at as much as 40 per 
cent of the whole crop, while some noted better 
weather. Some bankers in Minnesota telegraphed 
very discouragingly in regard to the yield. Letters 
and teiegrams from Michigan stated that tne wheat 
yield of that State will be 50 per cent larger than 
last year, with an excellent quality. One writer 
in Kalamazoo said: The weather this week has 
been all that could be desired for safely harvesting 
the crop, and it proves the howlinge of the farmers 
in this region of damage to the crops were nothing 
but their characteristic croakings when afraid of 
low prices. We have an enormous yield. I 
imagine the groaning from Minnesota and the 
Northwest will show as little foundation as with 
us. 

The leading produce markets were rather irregu- 
lar Saturday. both in regard to prices and the vol- 
ume of business done. Bariey was excited and 
much higher, the market for next month advancing 
4c per bu, but the excitement was about over by 
the close, the prominent shorts having mostly cov- 
ered. Thrre was a strong feeling in wheat, owing 
to farther reports of crop dgmage im-the North- 
west, witha firm feeling in Liverpool. Corn was 
easier and oats better. Provisions were very quiet, 
and rye was ic higher. 

Jobbers of dry goods haa nothing new to report. 
There is continaed quiet in all departments of the 
market, the demand being of a strictly haad-to- 
mouth character. Prices remain steady and uni- 
form. Dealers in staple and fancy groceries were 
not very busy. Some of the leading staple articles 
—notably sugars, rice, and coffees—were ordered

THE TUG TROUBLES, 

The tug war coutinues, end no spectal change 
has occurred in its status since last report. Tue 
Independent Line boats, it is said, will tow veesele 
froma point opposite the Marine Hospital at 30 
per cent off tariff rates, thas affording owners ana 
masters the same facilities that the Association 
tags do. The managers of the latter bave shown 
their ji‘tieness again by re(nsing to furnish a tug 
to assist a vessel that was being towed by an lude- 
pendent boat. a fact which does not hiten with 
their talk about furnishing vessels all ncceseary 
facilities in reaching their docks, Of 
course, every advantage wil de taken 
on both sides, regardless of vessel-owner's ne- 
cessities or wishes. Lower lake owners wii! no 
doubt instrict their captains to give their towing 
to the line that will do it the cheapest, and the 
independent boats will certainly do the largest 
proportionate share of the harbor towing unless 
the associations reduce their prices te correspond 
with those of their competitors. It is a well- 
known fact that higber rates are paidin this port 
for towing than in any other. A sailing-master 
related an instance yesterday where his 
vessel was towed from Point Abino 
to Lexington, a distance of about 325 miles fora 
few dollers more than it cost him to get into Chi- 
cago harbor. It seems probable that the effect of 
the present competition will be to permanently re- 
duce the rates of towing here. a Stute ot tuings 
whicn the Association manegers will bave brought 
avout by their hasty endeavor to crush out a com- 
peting line, i 

So far as learned, the Association boats have not 
made any tows at len than 30 per cent off, and 
that only in cases where they get the round-trip 
towiny of the vessel.

THE TREASURE OF MYCENZ. 
Dr. PForehhamwmer's Theory of Its Origin and 
History. 
London Times. 

Dr. Schliemanu's discovertes at Mvycens con- 
tinue to exercise the ingenuity of scholars and 
archwologists. Profi, Forchhammer, whose 
travels in Greece in the years 1830 aud 
188 mark au important evoch iu 
our kuowledge of ancient Greek to- 
pography, has lately thrown out some 
hiuts us tothe true origin of the treasures of 
Mycenwe, which, at ali events, deserve serious 
attention. From his own knowledge of the 
Walls of Myceme, he deems that the space where 
tue tomos Were lound was originally, as Leake 
Supposed, and as has been again main- 
tained oy more recent scholars, outside 
the walls, or that it orginally formed a kind 
of necropolis, connected in later times with 
the Acropolis. Me looks upon that so-calied 
necropolis as an integral part of the old castle. 
as u second line of defense, such as is found at 
Mantinea. Messene, Psophis, and other Greek 
towns. He then points to the facts, meu- 
tioned bv Diodorus, Sirabo, and Pausanias, 
that Myceun gioriei in having sent eich y 
Warriors against the Persians at Ibermopvle, 
and 400 warriors with the ‘lirynthians to the 
battle of Platwa; tbat, on thé strength 
of this, Mycenw declined to recognize the beste- 
mony of the p ople of Argus, coutesting ther 
rucht to the exciusive Possession of the temple 
ot Hera, aud to the conduct of the Nemean 
games. 

This led in the end toa war with Arcos. The 
people of Myveuew were defeated in a battle, 
reured into the qty and defended it 

some time, till they were obliged 

famine to surrender. In the year 
465 ©. Mycenzw was destroyed, while 
the remainder ol the whabitants emigrated to 
Kieoow and Kervneia. Je order to account 
tor the two facta which especially require ex- 
planation iu the autacities of Mycenx,—viz., 
the exceptionel mode ot burial, and the extraor- 
dinary amount of ‘treasure stowed away 
in the tombs.— Dr. Forchhammer  sup- 
poses that the eskeletens found by Ur.

LAWYERS IN SAN FRANCISCO. 


San Francisco Cali. 
The heaviest legal incomes in the city vary 
from $50,000 to $60,000 ber annum. On the 


‘other band, there are plenty of lawyérs strag- 


gling to a practice who do not average $30 per 
month the year round. Some of our leading 
attorneys require a fee of $1,000 before having 
anything to do withacase. Important fees in 
criminal cases range from 8250 to $2,500, and 
instances are common where much larger sums 
have been paid. In 1874 William H. latterson 
and the late John H. Felton received $40,000 for 
defeating the Locai Option law before the Su- 
preme Court. They only worked on the case 
about two weeks, and worked in very Jeisurely 
style at that. The money was placed on de- 
posit beforehand, and when a favorable decision 
was announced, all they had to do was to go to 
the bank and get it. Each of them received 
$20,000, equal to about $300 an hour, or 85 a 
minute, that be was actually occupied with the 
case.

It was only eleven years 
before the siege of Mycenz that its share of the 
Persian milliards had been deposited within its 
walls. Nothing, therefore, seems more 
natural than that during the siege 
and previous to tne surrender they 
should have hidden their treasure in the tombs, 
in which the bodies of their leaders had been 


deposited, and wherc, unknown to the enemy. 
they might have beeu recovered, unless all had 


been buried beneath the ruins of the town. If 
this explanation is true, the antiquities discov- 
er d by Dr. Schliemann would not represent 
early Greek nor any pre-Hellenſe barbar- 
art, but Persian, it may be Assyrian, 
Babylonian and Bactrian workmanship. lraces 
, Assyrian art had already at- 
tracted the attention of several scholars, partly 
in some of the tombstones, partly in the en- 


gravedg ems found at Mycenw. But bow strange 


that no specimen of eunvilorm writing should 
if Dr. Schile- 
mann’s find represents really the boaty 
from the camp of Mardonius! The golden 
masks found in the tombs are taken by 
Dr. Forchhammer to be likewise of Persian 
origin, and he mentions that such a mask fas 
lately been found by Capt. Lynch in a tomd iat 
The strength of Dr. 
Forchhammer’s argument lies in the fact that 
eleven years before the destruction of Mycene 
a large treasire was brought there irom 
Pilatwa. If we do not recognize some part 
of it in Dr. Schiiemann’s find, what became 
of it?

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DECORATIVE ART. 

THE AIMS AND OBJECTS OF THE CHICAGO SOCIBTY. 

The following paper was read at a recent meeting 
of the Chicago Society of Decorative Art, and isa 
timely exposition ef the objects and aims of a So- 
ciety that 1 doing much to foster a love for the 
beautiful in our midst: 


1 have a few words to say in furtherance of the 
aime of the Decorative Art Society, and a few que 
tions to answer. at the request of several of eur 


members, as to what we have already accomplished 
and the possibilities attendant upon our futare 


In a place, it may be well to say, ae a rea- 
on foréo being, that industrial art, or, as it is 
more commonly termed, decorative art, has be- 
come a necessity of our civilization. The sud- 
den impulse ef late given it in our own coun- 
try has been stimulated by a comparison of 
the work Of Our home artists with those of 
other nations at the Centennial Exposition, and. 
as we feil far behind, the need of doing something 
has not only been felt, but the work has been at 
least commenced in many of our cities, so that the « 
question is not now Shall we have a Decorative 
Art Soctety?’' but Will we be able to keep con- 
trol of this great work now in our hands, or must 
we surrender to others a labor that we have so suc- 
cesefully begun? 

Thie is the question that our members have now 


to determine. 
The $5 annual fee ired of us is not a char- 


ity, nor even a gift, 1 investment promising 
large returns, we receiving full remuneration 
therefor, if our object be carried out, in improving 
the public taste, besides the direct benefits accru- 
ing to those who are members of our art classes, or 
who find in our rooms @ market for their works 
that they could not so readily meet with else 
where. 

These benefits, unlike chartty, which is all con- 
sumed, are a constantly growing good, teaching the 
beneticiaries to he!p themselves instead of to look 
werely for the help of others, 

I think we must all agree toat we have made a 
good beginning, and there ie no reason why we 
should not double our membersbip and our use- 
fulness if we but continge in the way we have 
begun. To bea useful member of our Society de- 
mands no kpowleuge of higu art“ or of any art 
atall. In fact, an honestly acknowledged ignor- 
ance of these matters would in many cases bea 
wholesome gain. We must only be convinced of 
the needs of our time and people, and the great 
avenues of employment that it 2 to many 
men now idle. in order to enter into the work with 
a spirit and determination that must iusure suc- 
cess. 

The first Decorative Art Society was established 
in England in 1844. Its object was to promote 
through practi¢dal men a general knowledge of 
decorative art, to encourage inguiry into the true 
principles of desten. aad to apply them in their 
best forms of development to the improvement 
and enrichment of manufactures. This was for 
some time the only society of the kind ia ex- 
istence. Avie papers were read at its mectinys 
and then submitted to the public, that ite objects 
and motives might be more geueraily known. 

There was little progiéss made, however, until 
the great Kxposition of 1851. when Kugland felt 
the same mortification at being behind ali other 
European countries that we have more lately ex- 

erienced, aud at once set about aa improvement. 
‘rom thie effort came the widely-known south 
Kensington Museum, this being a part only of the 
great national system of education ip art and sei- 
ence, The need. was not only to improve their 
manufactures, but also to improve and clevate the 
taste of their people. 

This national system or organization has 150 
schools estabiishea throughout the Kingdom, and 
from a late report now numbers 57. 000 pupils in 
the scientific departments, and more than 530. 000 
who are receiving an art education. 

Tne Art Library, which bad been commenced in 
1841, has now over 20. 000 volumes, being the most 
complete collection of art Docks in Europe. This 
isa circulating library to Wuicn all the schools save 
access. ‘There was also added to the other collec- 
tions one of animal ‘products uscd in manufactures, 
anda ** Food Museum to iustract the puviic in 
the different kinds and qualities of food, their 
«fecta.on the body, and analyses of their proper- 
ties. 

A Construction and Building Museum too was 
established, and also a department showing the 
latest and most valuadle improvements in echool 
apparatus and appvintments, including books, 
buildings, and furniture. An Architectural 
Museum with specimens of medieval and later art 
was also opened, aud many other departments. 
the whole forming forthe artist and artisan the 
most perfect educational system in the world. 

Ten years of this admirable system and earnest 
effort advanced Kugland from almost the lowest 
place to the very head amongst nations in the man- 
ufaeenres of pottery. furniture, and metals; and 
Frauce and the whole Contiuent of Europe, after 
enjoying a prom nence during hundreds of years, 
have been obliged to take lessons from this perfect 
system of instruction. 

The means employed to secure so great a result 
may be classed under two heads: 

firet—Reguiar schools and classes of design, 
with examinations and promotion to higher grades 
with prizes for superior excellence. 

Second—Museums, where models and the finest 
known specimens of art—either originals or 
copies—are constantly open to the student; the 
collections being enriched by loans from private 
individuals interested in the work. 

With these advantages and tne great results that 
we know have been achieved by them, we see 
what our own Society and those of otber American 
cities may in time hope todo, even though the 
commencement may seem Lo us Dut feeble and the 
results uncertain. 

Our commen schools in this city are working in 
the right direction, baving in the past few years 
greatly, improved in their method of teaching 

rawing, though it would seem that they migat de- 
vote more time to this class of studies with ad- 
vantage. Every school of design, every class in 
drawing, i a help to us. 

Just what our work for the future is to be is the 
important question for ue to decide. Having no 
aid from Government, or from any public fund, 
our efforts for a time have to be limited. What we 
have done dhring our. first year is encouraving, 
and, put into figures, is as follows: We pave re- 
ceived —1 1877, from fees, classes, dona- 
tions. and Sales at rooms, over $3,500. Over 
$1, 200 has been paid to contributors for sales made 
at our rooms since last November We have now 
over $1,300 cash on hand, which, after paying 
current expenses from this time until the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year in November, will 
leave us a sufficient balance to set 
on foot our winter classes. These, while 
largely self-supporting, distribute a considerable 
amount io teachers. One teacher alone has been 
paid by us since last January over $200, while 
more than 200 persons in all have received instruc- 
tlon in our various classes. 

No clase has eo far been free, but to establish 
auch free clasees is a work that we have in view 
for the coming year. 

I have referred to out common schools, and. 
while acknowledging freely all the good they do, 
vet in closing I think it may be well to again ex- 
press the- hope that in the future they may be 
brought to devote more time than they have hith- 
erto done, at least to the technical parts of design 
and art training, even though it somewhat shorten 
thehonrs now given to classical studies. The 
former may aid the learner to earn bis bread in 
very many ways, while the latter may only qualify 
him to starve in the moet improved and literary 
fashion. 

For ourselves we must feel the importance ef the 
work we have engaged in. We must teach our 
work- people the vaiue of good models and correct 
design, and thus endeavor to secure good home 
work, instead of sending abroad for it. Unless We 
succeed in this, our artisans will continue to fill 
our shops and houses with wares stamped oy fash- 
ion rather than by art, and such socicties as ours 
will have no place in the land. 

Surely us Americans we are not wanting in tal- 
ent. intellect. or taste. and, as we have surpcssed 
all other nations in producing the necessaries of 
life, it is time for us to show our appreciation of 
the beautiful and our ability to excel in those 
graceful arts that help to ease the bard parts of 
life, and that in many cases enable woman to earn 
not ony a subsistence but a remuncrative liveli- 
nood.

LAKE BLUFF. 
THE SUNDAY-SCHOOL CAMP-MER&TING. 

The weather ip the vicinity of the Lake Bluff 
camp-grounds was as fine as could hpve been 
wished yesterday. and the exercises in connec- 
tion with the Sunday-School Assembly were in- 
teresting; but the people gould not be prevailed 
upon to attend them, the same siimness of 
audiences characterizing the various events 
that has been so painfully apparent during the 
past week. While the managers of the affair 
are not responsible for the non-attendance on 
week days, they undoubtedly do much to 
drive away a large class of people who 
would like to come around on Sunday, 
and among whom it is possible that a 
very respectable percentage of sinners needing 
salvation micht be discovered. There are no 
accommodations for reaching their grounds 
direct, uuless people are opulent enough to be 
the proprietors of their own conveyances. No 
teams except those attached to private vehicles 
are allowed inside the camp grounds on Sunday, 
and in consequeuce of this senseless edict, those 
who arrive on the early morning train are 
obliged to walk a mile in a blistering sun before 
the shelter of the Tabernacle can be reached, 
the operations of the omnibus line being sus- 
pended for the day. The railroad train is not 
allowed to desecrate the Sabbath by stopping at 
the western entrance to the grounds, but de- 
posits Assembly visitors on that day at Rock- 
land, the next station north. 

The first meeting yesterday was that for 
children at 8:30 o’clock, a Sunday-school 
teachers’ conference being in session at the 
same time, At 11 o’clock about 150 persons 
gathered in the main tent to listen to an ad- 
dress on The Duty of the Community to the 
Sundav-school,” by Dr. Richard Edwards, of 
Princton, III. He said that the duty of the 
community was commensurate with its rights. 
God bad so linked the two together that they 
carried each other, and he who does his duty 
enjoys his rights and secures his needs. Some 
thought that toe whole public was not directly 
iuterested in the work of Sunday-schvools, but a 
greater mistake was never made. The busioess 
of the speaker was to refute that thought 
and show that it was the duty o 
the public to have these religious enterprises 
carried ou to completion. Man is constantly in 
contact with the earth and its affiliations, and 
sometimes seems in danger of torgetting that 
there is another sphere,—a Heaven. As com- 
munities, the people of this country needed 
God, and as individuais they seeded Him. 
Mau needs God, not only in the saving ot souls, 
but also in the saving of bodies. Nothing but 
good is permanent, and an evil institution was 
never set on foot that did not contain within 
itself the elements of its own destruction. Man 
always has a great waut,—tne influeuce of God's 
spirit; and the only worthy work of man is done 
wen this influence is felt. It was faith in God 
that had so wonderfully preserved the Jewish 
race, and other instances of the same nature 
mignt be given. These iessons taught 
that man needed God, and that no 
substitute for His power could be found. 4 
man who does not feel responsiovle to God has 
taken the first step on the road to ruin. This 
sense of responsibility to God could be estab- 
lished in the public mind only by educatiug the 
children. Therelore, everybody who wished 
well to his couutry would do what he vould to es- 
tablishand maintain the Sunday-school system. 
Tue children should be so educated that when 
they come upon the stage of active liie their 
aims would be te giorify God and do good to 
men.

THAT OLD SERPENT. 
SERMON BY THE REV. J. A. RAYMOND. 

The Rey. J. A. Raymond, of Pontiac, preached 
at the Olivet Baptist Church yesterday, in place 
of the regular pastor, toa large congregation. 
He took the following words as his text: 


And he laid hold on the dragon, that old serpent. 
which is the Deviland Satan, and bound him a 
thousand years.—ev., r., 2. 


The speaker said the Devil was variously 
spoken of in the Scriptures, and called by 
various names, but was more generally known 
asa serpent. Whether this was the reason 


that serpents were loathed and de- 
tested by every person, he did not 
know, but it was certain that every 


serpent represented some distinct characteristic 
of the Devil, and, whilesome species were afraid 
of us, we were uniformly afraid of them, which 
was fllustated in the fact that it was no uncom- 
mon sight to see the objects moving in opposite 
directions upon meeting. Tae adder was, per- 
haps, among the more venomous and truly*typi- 
cal of all serpents,—that is, had in its life and 
habits more of the characteristics of Satan. ‘The 
most expert snake-charmer could do nothing 
with it. While most other serpents could be 
lulled to sleep, or charmed by music, the adder 
would place one ear to the earth aud throw his 
tail over the other ear, in its deter- 
mination not to de allured. 80 it 
was with the Devil.—he could charm, but 
could not be charmed. There were other ter- 
pents also, representing Satan in cowardice, 
stealthiness, and venom. Some hid in the 
grass and pounced upon their prey, and others, 
irom secure hiding places, exuded their venom 
upon their victims, and threw into their systems 
deadly poison. So it was with the Devil, he 
said, who was represented by thousands ot mia- 
isters, many of whom, however, rendered him 
service without a clear knowledge of what 
they were doing. Then there were serpents 
in the church,—types of the Devil, —and in so- 
ciety, and everywhere, and the yenom of their 
fangs was seen in the promotion of church dis- 
sensiov, and scandal, and crime in the world. 
These latter were ministers of the Devil, and 
just as typical of him as the adder, the copper- 
head, or auy other of the species, and should 
be dreaded by Christians with the same zeal 
and earnestness that they are.

CHRIST AND HIS CROWNS, 
SERMON BY THE REV. DR. WITHROW. 

The Rey. Dr. Withrow, of B¢ ston, preached 
a sermon in the Third Presb‘terian Charch 
yesterday morning. The rev rend speaker 
chose as his text: f 

On His head were many cro Ber., ziz., 12. 

Crowns were the syinbols of Youor and rank. 
From the earliest times Kings a/ 1 Queens wore 
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ange. He counted him a martyr. 
the bands of a cowardly assasiu, after he had 
wrought wonders in the amelioration of bis fel- 
lows, and nad founded almost numberless insti- 
tutions for the comfort of his subjects. Christ 
was a martyr in the same way, only on a * 
scale, for while William’s life was sacrificed for 
a few, Christ died for all. 

The crowas which the Patriarchs put ou were 
next touched upon by the reverend speaker, 
commencing with Moses, who, he said, peered 
througs que poor glass and saw 1,500 
years ahead. With all his majesty 
as a ruler and a prophet, was he not something 
more than a man in the ordinary acceptance of 
the term! Yet this mighty law-giver said that 
he was nothing but a man, and was even un- 
pressed with his own unworthiness, It was the 
same with Daniel, who looked in the glass of 
prophecy and said, “Tam but a man. But 
what did Christ say when He asked one of His 
Disciples, ** Who do men say that Lam!“ Tue 
reply was that some said He was John the Bap- 
tist, and others expressed different opinions. 
* But who say ye that lam!“ and the answer 
came in positive terms. Thou art the Lord 
God, maker of heaven and earth.“ Christ said, 
e do well to say this.“ 

There were people of to-day, as well as of 
old, who were jealous of Christ, and confessed 
that they could not. with all His purity, and 
goodness, and beauty, make Him quite the 
equal of God. They were unwilling to accord 
Him Deity. They called it sacrilege to make 
the Son equal to the Father. John said that he 
saw all these crowns upon Christ's lead, Of 
the crowns of Kings among men, it had been 
the case that they were pawned out by fits to 
reimburse the teasury to carry om an unholy 
war, and the. jewels had become scattered and 
lost to the original wearer. But John saw all 
the crowns on Jesus’ head at ove time. At the 
time the great Exposition opened in Paris, the 
centre about which was attracted all the interest 
on the first day was the President of the Kepub- 
lic, aad the great Republic itself. One young 
girl, who aitended ia tue immense crowd, when 
she returned home, said, Oh, mother, I ain’t 
quite sure that I saw the President, but 1 am 
very sure that [ saw the Republic.“ 

Dr. Withrow closed his remarks by making an 
application of the i/lustrations mentioned to the 
religiva of Christ as taught in the Bible. The 
centre of all religious interest was the crowned 
Gudbead. )

CHAMPAIGN, LiL, July s- Tue beat for the 
past two weeks has been intense, and both men 
and auimals have suffeped. Lu hot spells like 
the one we have passed, %% much care cannot 
be exercised not to overdo, or to work exposed 
to the scorchiing rays of e Meridian sun. Bet- 
ter let part ot the cropygp to waste than to 
make yourself sick—perhaps an invalid for 
life—in trying to save it; The first admoni- 
tions of Nature that she;jp overtasked should 
be heeded. The childrengjoo, need care. They 
should be kept out of thesun, and should not 
be permitted to eat unrige:fruit at all, unless 
well cooked, and even then it may be question- 
able. Give them all the ripe berries they will 
eat, but don’t make them Work themselves sick 
getting them. The time doubtless will come 
when every farmer will Mave a full supply of 
berries during the whole season, but it is nut 
vet the case. fy 

THE AMMARY 
now requires constant attention. From all 
parts of the country we. hear reports of large 
yields of honey. As soch as the hot weataer 
dries the white clover this suppty will cease. 
Where there are boxes of ‘honey partially filled, 
raise them up, and plate empty ones under- 
neath. The lower box should, of course, be 
provided with a holejn the top, so that the in- 
sects can gain access te the upper supers, A 
lady, in writing to the /’ra:re Farmer, states 
tnat, where bees do not cap over a portion of 
the box, turning it around will induce them to 
do it. In pandling bees, a little smoke froin 
rotten wood should be blown among them. 
They seldom sung when smoked. Tubacvw- 
smoke sometimes irritates and makes them very 
cross. 
A BEE-CHARM 
is now being peddied about the country. Its 
alleged merit cousists in making the bees 80 
tame that any one can handie tnem. Practical 
opinions know that nothing will answer for that 
purpose except smoke. Some men, however, 
handle hives without anything. We haye fre- 
queativ opened hives, and removed every rate, 
or transierred a portion to another hive, witnout 
getting stung; but it is not always safe, If any 
one olfers to sell you a right to use some drug, 
or some system of subduing bees, so tiat they 
will not sting under any circumstances, you 
will be safein settiag your dog on him at once. 
He wa fraud. Every bee-hive should have 
blocks, of a quarter-inch in thickness, placed 
under each corner during the warm weather. 
TRIMMING HEDGES 
by machinery was once a lavorite idea with 
many people. Practically we do not think that 
very much nas been done. One gentleman in 
this county owns a horse-powcr hedve-trimmer, 
and is greatly pleased with it. We do not know 
the manulacturer’s name, but believe it is 
called Oliver’s patent. There is nothing that 
adds so much to the appearance and Value vi a 
farm as a weli-trimmed wedge, but there are 
very few of thein. 
ENTRY-BOOKS FOR FAIRS. 

There is a great deal yet to be learned by 
many of the Secretaries of County Fairs regard 
ing the proper way of makiug entries. In some 
counties the entries are all made iu one book, 
and numbered consecutively as tuev are made. 
Committees are given books cuntaining ail 
classes of stock mixed up together, and all 
ages, on the same page. This is not the right 
way to do. There should be a book for each 
class; and, whore there are several breeds in a 
class, as in swine, a separate book should ve used 
for each breed. Then, animals of the same age 
aud sex should be entered together on the same 
page. Tais will show the Commictees at a 
giaace just what each lot or class contains. The 
system used by our State Board of Agriculture 
is tne best we have seen, and may be adopted 
by every County Board. Tae books need not 
cost to exceed 82; but they require a little time 
to fix them up. 

ACCOUNT OF SALES. 

A great deal of complaint is made by fruit- 
growers, not only in this place, but everywhere, 
at the negiect of country-grocers, to whom con- 
sigoments of fruit are made, to sena prompt 
account of sales. The price at which his prop- 
erty is sold determines the fruit-grower to send 


more or not. Ii there is no profit in sending, 


he wants to know it. before he has made five or 
six shipments. Remittances should be made 
once a week,—account of nates Baily. The latter

We have done orderin from tbat 
seedsman, and have learned that, in brderme in 
the future, it will be policy to mention that 25 
cents is as much as we shall pay for carting 
small articies.

WHAT MIGHT BE DONE. 
After our buckwheat was planted, we casually 
learned that a neighbour, oniy a mile away, had 

leuty of seed that he was anxious to sell for 
5 cents per bushel. He might, for a few cents, 
have inserted an advertisement in a local paper, 
and have sold every kernel of it, at the same 
time accommodating his neighbors. Our buck- 
wheat, adding [reight, cost us $1.06 bushel ;

THE MAPLE-BARK LOUSB, 
of which we made mention afew weeks ago, is 
still an object of solicitude. The eggs which 
were contained in the cottopy, pop-corn-like 
masses, by the thousand, have hatched, and the 
infant lice have moved to the under side of the 
leaves, where they may be found by the hun- 
dred. Their presence is begiuuing to make itself 
apparent by the coloring and dead appearance 
of the leaves. They are growing rapidly, and 
in a few weeks will migrate to the under side of 
the twigs for a winter-location. Thatthey will 
be destructive to the solt-maple, there is no 
doubt. 
EARLY PEACHES. 

The early peaches are of little value. For- 
merly, Hale’s Early was the frat ‘to ripen, but 
newer Varieties have crowded it out; to say the 
least, it was of little account, as it rotted nearly 
everywhere. This year is no exception, and 
hardly a perfect sample can be found. The 
Early Amsden has been extensively planted, 
and, with us, ripened July5. Hale’s Early are 
just beginning to color well. While at Cobden, 
recently, we made some inquiries, and learned 
that it had rotted considerably, and on that ac- 
count was thought to be of small value. Other 
varieties, like Troth’s Karly aud George Fourth, 
are not usually subject to rot, but are a few days 
later than Hale's iu ripening. What weneed is an 
early peach, of goed size, good color, tough 
skin, and of good quality. God can doubtless 
make such a peach, but he hasn’t yet done it. 
Veaches that can be shipped long distances 
must have tough skins, and tough skins are 
indicative of poor quality on all fruits. We 
still have hopes of some day seetug our ideal 
peach. 

COST OF COW'S MILK. 

We have received a circular from Andrew H. 
Ward, Bridgewater, Conn., on the above sub- 
ject. Mr. Ward estimates the cost of keeping 
and feeding a cow for a vear, reckoning interest 
on land, at $39. The return he estimates at 
8,000 quarts of milk, and a calf, both valued at 
$30. ‘Tne care and time consumed tie considers 
is equaled by the manure. The cost of checse 
he estimates at 7.30 cents per pound, and butter 
at 17.35 cents. These conclusion are, with 
some modifications in locaiities, substantially 
correct. He, however, asserts that constant 
pasturing land, under the system now adopted, 
is ruinous,—the grass running out, and moss 
taking possession of the soil. This may be the 
case in New England, but it is not true of the 
West. Experience teacbes us that pastures in- 
crease with age, provided they are not kept 
overstocked. 

BEET-ROOT SUGAR. 

Mr. Ward also advises farmers to engage in 
the manufacture of beet-root sugar. His asser- 
tion that it can be made im an ordinary evapo- 
rating pan. like sorghum-molasses, is, to say 
the least, very doubtful. He admits that it re- 
quires expensive machinery to refine it. Let no 
one be deceived in this matter. Kaw beet-sugar 
has no wmarket-value, aud is generally, we may 
say universally, so full of nitrates that all the 
profit will be expended iu getting them out. 
Sugar-beets may be valuable for teeding stock, 
but not lor making sugar. We fear that Mr. 
Ward is a theoretical sugar-maker. 

LOOK AFTER THE DRAINS. 

The Heraid of Hea th, in a late issue, contained 
the following sensible remarks: 

In every house there ia, of tais refuse material, 
a large amount. Ou washing-dayé many gailons, 
often barrel, of water, in which our clothing has 
been washed, and containg the Alth that the skin 
bas thrown off during the week, must be disposed 
of. All through the week more or less dishwater 
and dirty water from various sources accumuiate. 
As a rule. it is thrown into a drain. which is per- 
haps covered only with a boatd, and catried only a 
few feet away, when it soaks into the soil, or 
spreads out on the ground and evaporates into the 
air. If the soil is pervious, it may leak into i., 
and some of it eventually dad ite way into tne well. 

In the course of a short time these élops fill the 
soil full, asortof fermeotation takes place, and, 
as the air is more or less excluded, most poisonous 
gases are generated. It is now positively known 
that many diseases have their origin in breathing 
these gases. Itdoes not follow that they always 
cause disease, because the germs may not always 
ve present, but they frequentiy do. Diphtheria, 
that scourge of both city and countfy, has been 
traced time and again in the city to sewer-gcas pass- 
ing into the house. In the country, where less at- 
tention is given to the causes of disease. the drain 
for slops is not alwave recognized as a source of 
diphtoeria; but in very many cases it has been 
proved to be so beyond the slightest doubt.

and the heavy wooded pine (Pisus ponderosa). 
The above are being grown by the hundred 
thousand. Also, eman’s spruce (A. Engie- 
mannii), A. concolar, and A. subalpina are being 
grown in very large quantities. All these seeds 
were collected by a thorough botanist, on the 
Rocky Mountains at a heigat of 12,000 to 15,000 
feet. Mr. D. says great contusion exists in 
Europe and in this country in regard to these 
new couiters, and hence care in pro- 
curing seed; and he thinks himself fortunate 
(due to the kindness of the highest authorities 
of Massachusetts) in securing the services of 
Mr. Eugleman, of St. Louis (whose reputation 
as a botanist is surpassed by none in the land), 
to collect the seeds. He guarantees these coui- 
fers to be 
TRUB TO NAMB; 

and says, as he has not less than a million of 
these Colorado spruces and pines, he hopes to 
be able to offer them at so low a rate as to be 
within the reach of every one who cares to piant 
tnem. ‘This is good news. The enterprise of 
this firm in securing this addition to our 
varieties of evergreens is worthy of commenda- 
tion. 

The Golden arbor-vite ia something bew, 
that has originated on tae Douglas farm, and, 
when the time comes, will make 4 stir in the 
land. Messers. D. & Sons have other surprises 
for the horticultural world maturing, of which 
it is not now lawful to speak. 

Tae vreparation of the seed and method of 
culture are something to be learned by long ex- 
perience. The tender plants need shade or sun 
according to the circumstances. Whole acres 
have a canopy overhead, under which millions 
of plants are growing. The seed is suwn broad- 
cast, aud the weeding is done chiefly with the 
Ungers. 

THE VARIETIES 

now most in favor lor forest-planting are the 
European larch (Laix Europea), white ash 
(Fraxinus Americana), catalpa (Big nonoides), a 
hardy variety, and the wild biack cherry, which 
is a native of this country and a most valuable 
tree, which has not heretofore received tlie at- 
tention which it deserves. 

1 was interested in what I learned in regard 
to the biack cherry, and it seems marvelous 
that more attention has uot been given to this 
tree in forestry-planting. I was shown sections 
of a cherry tree thirty-three years old, that were 
twenty-three inches in diameter. The wood is, 
therefore, of rapid growth, and equally good 
with waluut-timber for turniture. be reasun 
that it has nut been used more for that purpose 
is, that 

IT COULD NOT BEB HAD. 
It is stated in our text-book on botany that the 
black cherry does not grow in Kansas, or wesc 
of the Missouri River; it has been said that it 
does not grow on the Atlantic coast, “except 
as a shrub,’’ nor in the South; but Mr. D. 
has had a war of words with these men, at- 
firming that be hasseenit “growmg in Kaa 
sas. He has proved that it does grow asa 
tree on the sea-coast; also in Florida, in Iowa, 
and other States. In fact, the cherry is found 
to have a wider range than almost any other 
tree. It will grow almost anywhere. 

It is a new thing, and “a good thing,” to in- 
troduce it as a leading tree in forestry-piant- 


ng. 
it is always in order to plant 
THE BLACK WALNUT; 
but Mr. D. thinks some make a mistake in 
planting large tracts thickiv with black walnut, 
for the reason that the black walnut is not avail- 
able for timber till it has grown into sawiogs. 

His plan would be to piant the walnut wide 
apart, and fill in with larch for telecraph-poles 
and railroad-ties, and with ash for hoop-poles, 
etc. 

PLANTING EVERGREENS. 

Some people have a notion that it is a difficult 
thing to plant evergreeus successfully. It iz 
not so. vergreens may de planted with as 
much assurance that they will live, as an 
apple-tree; and the only conditien, aside from 
haviug a well-prepared soil, to insure success, 
is to preserve the roots moist as they came 
from the nursery. If the roots dry out, there 
is no hope fur the tree’s life; and a little wind 
and sun will do the fatal work. The trees, of 
course, should not have their roots mutilated 
in the taking up; and they should be im- 
mediately protected with covers of some Kind, 
and be reset as soon as possible. A nursery- 
man does not hesitate to set evergreens aud 
insure every one to crow.

Thwarting an Insurance Dodge. 
Ricumonp, Va., July 17.—A law of Virginia 
which became operative tais month, and waich 
is of concern to ail insurance companies doing 
business in this Commonwealth, provides 
that in anv action against au insurance com- 
pany, no failure to perform any condition of its 
policy, por violation of any restrictive provision 
thereof shall be a valid defense to such action, 
unless it appears that such condition or re- 
striccive provision is printed in type as large, or 
larger, than thatin which the acts of the As- 
sembly are printed, to-wit: that commonly 
known as long primer type, or is written with 
pen and ink in or on the policy.” This law was 
in consequence of some insurance com- 
panies printing restrictive conditions in their 
policies in type so small that they could not 
be easily read with the naked eye. One policy 
exhibited to the those condi- 
tions in pearl type. 
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
